Moscow, August 29.—(By the Axso- 
ciated Press.)—The trial and convic- 
tion of General Boris Savinkoff con- 


tituted probably the most dramatic 
ase that has come bofore the revolu- 
onary war tribunal. Savinkoff 
ormer military governor of Petro- 
rad, and assistant minister of war in 
the Kerensky cabinet, was sentenced 
to death on a multitude of charges 
growing out of his seven years’ 
struggle against the soviet regime. A 
stay of execution was ordered, how- 
ver, to allow an appeal for pardon 
o the executive commitee, as Savin- 
‘off acknowledged his guilt and ex- 
ressed a desire to support the soviet. 
| The case was regarded by the gov- 
rnment as important to its safety and 
restige. The court room was packed

eation of history repeating itself. As 
'a matter of fact, the fundamental 
character of the Russia... revolution 
| differs widely from the French revo- 
'Iution of 1789. The French rose in 
revolt against feudalism and absolute 
}monarchism. It was a rising of the 
| middle classes against the ruling bu- 
| reaucracy of the time, and it corre- 
sponds in aims and character with 
ithe first Russian revolution headed 
| by Alexander Kerensky. He also up- 
set despotism and the remnants of 
_feudalism. But the bolshevik revolu- 
| tion is the rising of the proletariat, 
that is the lowest strata of society in 
| Russia, against the middle classes, 
| who were led to victory by Kerensky, 
after years and years of patient prep- 
aration. In aim and _ revolutionary 
character the bolshevik revolution tal- 
lies with the rise of the communards 
(in Paris in 1871. Radieal schools 
predict a middle-class reyolution first 
‘for all “capitalist” countries, to 
| followed by years of preparation and 
then 2 proletarian revolution. In Rus- 
sia this historical process was speed- 
el up, so that the second type of revo- 
lution followed the first within a few 
months.

King Disappears 
After Aitidavit 


While A. E. Sartain, warden of the 
local federal penitentiary, was heat- 
edly denying charges of Senator Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler that the warden 
forced the affidavit of George Remus 
refuting the bootleg king's testimony 
before the Wheeler-Brooknart inves 
tigation committee, newspapermen 
searching for Mrs. Remus discovere? 
that she hci left the city. 

Mrs. Remus has been registered at 
a local hotel, but inquiries there Fri- 
day developed the fact that she had 
“che-ked out” early in the day with- 
out leaving information 9 to her des- 
tination. Mrs. Remus als? appeare 1 
before the senatorial investigatinz 
committee, and it was believed that 
she might throw additional light upor 
the sensational affidavit of her hus: 
band made public at the prison here 
Thursday, and the subsequent chargc 
by Senator Wheeler that the document 
was forced from the Cincinnati bootleg 
chief by Warden Sartain. 

Sartain Denial. 

Warden Sartain’s denial followed 
charges made, according to press dis- 
patches, by Senator Wheeler, that the 
warden had influenced Remus to make 
the confession. Senator Wheeler also 
stated that Sartain is a close personal 
friend of Harry M. Daugherty, former 


attorney general of the United States, 


and that he received his present ap- 
pointment at the hands of Daugherty. 
The testimony of Remus, which he 
now declares to have been untrue, 
charged that he had paid money for 
protection in his bootlegging activities 
to associates of Daugherty, with the 
implication that Daugherty had re- 
ceived at least part of the money. 


Proud of Friendship. 


Warden Sartain on Friday admitted 
that he was a friend of Mr. Daugh- 
erty’s. “We have been friends for 
over 30 years,” he said, “and I am 
proud of it.” He absolutely denied, 
however, that he had anything to do 
with the statement issued Thursday 
by Remus and states that, while he 
knew Remus was preparing some kind 
of a statement on the subject, he did 
not even read it before it was given 
to the press. 

Asked if this did not go contrary 
to the rule which forbids prisoners 
at the penitentiary to give out state- 
ments or interviews except on special 
permission from Washington, or after 
the warden has carefully examined 
them, Warden Sartain said that the 
rule did not apply in this case, inas- 
much as the statement given out by 
Remus was a sworn statement, pre- 
pared in advance and signed before a 
notary by Remus himself, and that it 
was not, strictly speaking, an inter- 
view, but simply a statement given to 
a group of newspaper men at one 
time. Assistant Warden Fletcher, Mr. 
Sartain pointed out, Was present 
throughout the meeting of Remus and 
the newspaper men. He admitted that 
Remus answered questions of the 
newspaper men, but only in Mr. 
Fletcher's presence and along the gen- 
eral line ecvered by the signed state- 
ment. 

‘There was nothing irregular about 
the proceeding,” said the warden, 
“and we would not hesitate to do the 
same thing again for any prisoner, if 
ethe surrounding circumstances war- 
ranted it.” 

Not to Resign. 

Asked if he had given any thought 
to the question of resigning his posi- 
tion, as Senator Wheeler is reported 
to have suggested, Warden Sartain 
said he had never considered such a 
step. Senator Wheeler, in an inter- 
view given out Thursday, is reporte.! 
as stating that the resignation of Sar- 
tain has already been urged, on the 
ground that he is an appointee of the 
Daugherty administration, now dis- 
credited, and that it is alleged that 
there is considerable traffic in illegal 
drugs at the penitentiary. 

In his statement of Thursday, 
Remus said that he had consented to 
give the testimony against Daugherty. 
which he now repudiates, ofter Harry 
Stern, an attorney representing th» 
Wheeler-Brookhart committee had 
visited him in the penitentiary and 
offered to secure the influence of the 
committee in his early release, if he 
would give testimony that would help 
them to “get” Daugherty.

that time, by saying that he wished 
'to right a wrong he had done and that 
he was also “sore” because the senate 
committeemen had not carried out the 
promise he claims they made to secure 
his early release.

Remus gave out written statements, 
understood to have been prepared by 
himself, and sworn to betore H f 
Frick, a notary public in the warden's 
office. He stated to Assistant Warder 
Fletcher, at the time, that he felt 
it was “damnably nice,” of the war- 
den to grant him the special privilege, 

Warden Sartain, in denving that he 
had in any manner “forcen” the state- 
ment from Remus said that the only 
truthful portion of Senatcr Wheelers 
charge was that he was a friend of 
Mr. Daugherty’s. 

“I am proud to say that I am Mr. 
Daugherty’s friend,” he said, “an 
that I worked with him and knew him 
intimately for 30 years before com- 
ing to Atlanta. I have not seen him, 
however, but once in the_last year, 
that being about the time that I was 
appointed. ; 

“Tt certainly have not been playing 
politics in this matter, and, for that 
matter, 1 don’t suppose Senator 
Wheeler has”’—this last with a smile 
—‘“hig only purpose was to get Mr. 
Daugherty. I think that is fairly 

ear. 

24 “IT of course, knew of Mr. Stern's 
visit here to see Remus, but 1 didn’t 
know the nature of their canversa- 
tion. No man ever had a freer hand 
with a prisoner than Stern had with 
| Remus while he was here, I didn't

Attack of Conscience.” 

“T went with Remus to Washing- 
‘ton, but he told me nothirg of what 
‘Stern had proposed to him. JI. only 
knew that he was to testify before 
the senate committee. 

“As for the affidavit that Remus 
has just made, I don’t think it was 
inspired by anything but his desire 
to right a wrong that he has done. 

“It is bad enough to be in prison, 
but it must be unbearable to know, 
fin addition, that one has perjured 
| himself to the hurt “ef an innocent 
;man. I think that Remus simply 
isnffered an attack of conscience and 
idecided to de what he could to right 
the wrong. 

“Tl knew that Remus was to make 
a statement setting this matter 
right. but I didn’t know when he 
would have it ready. Yesterday 
morning he said to me: ‘Well, I won't 
have it ready befre this afternoon 
at about 2 o'clock and the news- 
paper men ere coming out then.’ 

It Was Remus’ Affair. 

“You won't have what ready? I 
asked him. ‘I am going to issue a 
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statement about the Daugherty 
timony, Remus replied. 

“J was not in the prison yester- 
day a*ernoon when the newspaper- 
men came out, although I know that 
they were coming. I had not read 


Remus’ affidavit.” 


WHEELER ATTACKS 
DAUGHERTY GANG. 

Washington, August 29.—Senator 
Wheeler, of Montana, prosecutor of 
the Daugherty committee, and La 
Follette candidate for vice president, 
today publicly renewed his war on ‘the 
Daugherty gang” in public office. 

In a formal statement Mr. Wheeler 
dealt at length with the affidavit made 
in Atlanta penitentiary by George 
Remus, once the Ohio bootleg king, 
repudiating the sensational testimony 
«he gave last spring before the Daugh- 
erty committee. 

“Testimony before the investiga- 
tion,” the senators statement con- 
tinued, “disclosed that the present 
warden of Atlanta penitentiary 1s a 
close friend and political associate of 
Harry M. Daugherty. The incident 
makes it clear that President Coolidge 
still has some house cleaning to do 
because some remnants of the Daugh- 
erty gang are still in office under the 
federal government.” 

Senator Wheeler's statement de- 
scribed in some detail the circum- 
stances under which Remus’ original 
testimony was adduced. 

“‘The committee,” he said, “got sev- 
eral anonymots telegrams which in 
my judgment Remus himself sent dur- 


tes- 


* 


ing its hearings, demanding that he 
be called as a witness, and suggesting 
that he had valuable information. We 
sent an agent down to see him. He 
volunteered to come. That any prom- 
ises were made to him of any kind is 
absolutely untrue, and of course the 
assertion that either Chairman Brook- 
hart or myself had any influence that 
would enable us to offer pardon, con- 
sidering our attitude toward the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, is 
and was highly amusing.” 

The senator added that before Re- 
mus had left the witness stand, in- 
formation reached the committee 
which led it to proceed very cautiously 
in its further relations with the wit- 
ness, who shortly afterwards was re- 
turned to prison. 

In another statement today Sen- 
ator Wheeler reiterated that he was 
ready to go to trial at any time fixed 
by the prosecution on _ indictment 
pending in Montana, charging im- 
proper legal activities after his elec- 
tion to the senate. 

“TIT have instructed my attorneys not 

ask for a continuance,” he said. 
“I have repeatedly asked that the 
case be set for trial. I wanted it dis- 
posed of before the campaign started. 
I could get no satisfaction from the 
attorney general's office in Wash- 
ington nor from Mr. Slattery, United 
States attorney in Montana. It was 
only after I consented to run on the 
progressive ticket for vice president 
that it was even intimated when the 
case would be set for trial. I am 
ready to go on trial on the misde- 
meanor charge in Montana now or any 
other time—knowing as I do that 
there is no truth in the charge.” 


WHEELER RENEWS 
WAR ON DAUGHERTY. 

W..shington, August 29.—Although 
both Senator La Follette, of Wiscon- 
sin, independent candidate for presi- 
dent, and his running mate, Senator 
Wheeler, of Montana, devoted their 
attentions primarily today to com- 
pleting the preparation of addresses 
they will make on Labor day, defi- 
nitely opening their campaigns before 
the voters, the latter interrupted his 
task to renew his war on “the Daugii- 
erty gang’ in publie office and to 
disc ss the trial under his pendiftg 
indictment in Montana.

Caused by Love 


FE. W. Westman, of 32 Houston 
street, who several days ago was given 
treatment at Grady hospital following 
an attempt at suicide, Friday was pro- 
nounced recovered and was released 
from the hospital. 

Westman immediately took occasion 


to deny published reports that his 
latest attempt at self-destruction was 
prompted by domestic troubles arising 
between himself and his wife. 

“I have attempted: suicide twiag,” 
he said, “Dut both times I was 
prompted by ill-health end not bg 
jilted love... Mrs. Hollis, my mother- 
in-law, has never owned a bakery, I 
have never worker for her and she has 
never opposed my marriage to her 


daughter. She has always been a 
mother to me, and I have niways loved 
her as such. On the death of her hus- 
band in April, I gave up my position 
in order to. stand by her in her 
trouble, and after grief over the loss 
had subsided, I decided to open a 
bakery and delicatessen. 

“Owing to hard work and worrys, 
my health failed, and this led me to 
try to take my own life. I was taken 
to the hospital and given treatment. 
I then turned my efforts to make my 
business pay. In a short time, how- 
ever, my health failed aga'n, this time 
caused by a misunderstanding between 
myself and a relative of mine, with 
the result that mv wife and I came to 
live downtgwn. Worry over financia! 
affairs and ill health cause? my second 
attempt at suicide. My wife is not 
contemplating divorce.”

GOO in taxes and water rates this year 
with a prospective deficit of nearly

and Power company directors, and 
Mayor Sims’ alleged opposition to the 
schools as now maintained. 
Indictments Against Key. 

Failure of the Key administration 
io respond to grand jury requests 
for action. to break up the Floyd 
Woodward bunco ring, Key’s alleged 
misrepresentation of facts as to the 
financial condition of the city during 
bis administration, Key’s part in the 
building of the negro hign school be- 
fore the Girls’ High school, the ree- 
ord of tax increases during the Key 
administration, and Bacliman’s part

Soon on Cotton Exchange 


Chicago, August 29.—Members of 
the board of trade will vote Septem- 
ber 8 and decide whether Chicago will 
become a cotton market. The rules 
were posted today fer ballot. 

A cotton futures market on the 
floor of the exchange, market leaders 
believe, would not conflict with the 
New Orleans and New York ex- 
changes, but would stimulate interest 
in cotton and aij in developing 4 
broader market. 

Under the new rules now being 
published, the proposed cotton futures 
market would function under the cot- 
ton futures act. An official examiner 
on the exchange would be responsible 
to the federal board of cotton exam- 
iners under the department of agrt- 
culture. Trading would be conducted 
under a supervisory committee and 
intentional defavit of delivery would 
be ground for expulsion. Verbal con- 
tracte would have the same force as 
written contracts under the rules. A 
majority vote would 
rules, which have already received 
the approval of the bureau of eco- 
nomics, department of agriculture, 
-and of counsel for the exchange. 

“Importance of the new cotton 
market to Chicago ean hardly be ex- 
aggerated,” said a grain trade leader. 
“For a long time there has been a 
demand for euch « market in this sec- 
tion of the country. It is certain 
that a broad, liqvid market could be 
developed to the benefit of the entire 
cotton industry.” 

Members of the board of trade gen- 
erally express the belief that the new 
proposal will be adopted by a sub- 
stantial majority. Such a cotton fu- 
'tures market nas been under consid- 
eration here for nearly a year.

Washington, August 29.—Frater- 


nalism as a “strong reiiwnce of or- 
dered government, according to publie 
law” was eulogized today by President 
Coolidge in an address to a delegation 
representing 
congress. 

“The rituals of nearly al! fraternal 
o-ganizations,” Mr. Coojidge said, ‘are 
based upon religion. No true frater- 
nity can rest upon any erher concep- 
tion. It is for these reasons that they 
are supporters of the true aims of so- 
ciety, strong reliances vf ordered gov- 
ernment, according to public law, able 
advocates uf the cause of righteous- 
ness and religion, and effective pro- 
moters of peace and gond-will among 
the nation: of the earth.” 

The president characterized the 
epirit of brotherhood as the “funda- 
mental principle of our country.” As 
a result, he said, there 1s a “very great 
deal more of equality in America 
than is yet appreciated.” He named 
th: elemental virtues necessary to suc- 


@cess as including industry, loyalty, 


faith and fellowship. 
Faith in Fellowmen. 

“Not to have faith in our fellow- 
men,” he continued, “is not to have 
faith in ourselves. It is t» deny our 
mutual dependence upon each other 
and upon a divine power. We live in 
an ordered universe ru’ed by law and 
by the guiding power of providence. 
Not to hold faith appears to me to 
attempt to fight against the stars in 
their courses. Such resistarce must 
end in destruction. Faitna in God is 
the beginning of religion.” 

Again urging a better understanding 
among individuals, the president de- 
clared the development oc humanity 
requires fellowship. 

“The great effort of civilization is 
to provide the right to c»me into fel- 
lowship among all the individuals of 
the human race,” he said. “It has 
been and can be somewhat aided by 
legislation, but in the main it must »e 
worked out and provided by the peo- 
ple themselves. It is net so much a 
rule of law as an attitude of mind.” 

Mr. Coolidge confined his remarks 
to his selected topie of fraternalism, 
not touching at any time directly on 
politics and the campaign. He spoke 
on the sonth portico with the delegates 
assembled on the white house lawn. 

No Society Named. 

Neither did the president refer by 
name to any particular fraternal or- 
der or secret society. 

In outlining his views Mr. Coolidge 
reminded his audience that “because I 
believe in these I would nct have it 
thought I believe in nothing else or 
suppose that in our social and politica: 
relations many other things do not 
peed to be done.” 

“Before we conclude that the times 
are altagether out of jecint,” he con- 
tinued, “that all our institutions have 
proven a failure, that we must have 
an entire new order of things, we 
ought to be certain that we have fully 
availed ourselves of the advantages 
of the observance of these simple, ele- 
mental, homely virtues. 

“It will be time enough to experi- 
ment with proposed substitutes when 
these have been exhausted. 

“Tt is mot necessary to refer to 
the desirability or my general belief 
in the general prevalence of common 
senee,” 

“It is easy to see how far-reach- 


ing is the spirit of brotherhood, of 


fraternity, and of mutual nelpfulness. 
li is a fundamental principle of our 
country. It is scarcely too much to 
say that almost all we can properly 
designate as American is a develop- 
ment of these precious principles and 
ideals. Our political institutions are 
the recognition of a common brother- 
hood. From that principle arises the 
right of freedom and equality. It is 
the basis for organized and harmoni- 
ong effort under public authority in 
on” social, political and industrial 
lie. 
“Without the movin 

ternity, of a common effort for a com- 
non purpose, our government, eco- 
nomic and social organizations would 
at once disintegrate. When you 
minister to that spirit, when you 
stimulate it into greater activity, you 
provide greater security, larger re- 
sources, and a more harmonious life 
for all the people. It is the expres- 
sion of the spirit of common brother- 
hood which makes men desirious to 
serve their own town, their own state 
and their own nation in every lawful 
and law-abiding way. It is the prime 
remedy for selfishness. 

Homely Virtues. 

“A knowledge of these principles 
and these ideals is among the most 
precious of human possessions. They 
are of universal application. ‘There 
are none so lacking in means, or ao 
humble in position, that they are un- 
able to avail theinselves of these bless- 
ings. Some times I have thought 
that we do not piace emphasis enougn 
upon the homely virtues, or suffi- 
ciently appreciate the common bless- 
Ings of life. {t is far from my pur- 
pose to criticize ambition. It is the 
chief mainspring of achievement and 
progress, 

“We Americans are constant!y 
criticized for the eagerness with 
which we seek wealth and power. | 
doubt if we are ony more avaricious 
and grasping than those of other na- 
tione, though I admit we possess the 
enterprise which makes us more auc- 
cessful. I think rt would be safe to 
say that those Americans who have 
secured great wealth, or have risen 
to places of great power, would all 
agree that they are no happier and 
no better satisfied than they were in 
their days of Comparative poverty ang 
obscurity. 

“I have referred to some of the 
homely virtues. They are known of 
all men. Undoubtedly they seem 
commonplace. It has been related to 
me that some one asked Henry Ward 
Iseecher if he did rot think Christian. 
ity had been «a failure. He replied 
that he could not tell, as it had never 
been tried. Before we hastily con- 
clude that we ean disregard the value 
of industry, thrnft, loyalty. common 
sense, faith and the Golden Rule as 
adequate remedies for much that so- 
ciety desires to correct, we might wel] 
remember that they, too, have never 
been fully tried.”

COLUMBUS DOWNING 
DIES AT NEW YORK 


Brunswick, Ga., August 20.—Tele- 
graphic information was received in 
this city early this morning of the 
death at Long Island, N. Y., of Ma- 
jor Columbus Downifig, who was 
known as Brunswick’s leading citizen. 
Major Downing had been ill at the 
New York resort for several days 
and telegrams received yesterday an- 
nouneed that his death was expected | 
momentarily. 

Major Downing was one of the best | 
known and leading business men of | 
this section of the state and was con- 
nected with some of the largest busi- 
ness enterprises. He wus president 
of the Downing company, of this city, 
the largest naval stores operators 
and wholesalers in south Georgia; 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the National Bank of Brunswick, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Columbia Naval Stores company. 
director of the Atlantic National 
Bank of Jacksonville, director of the 
First National Bank of Fernandina, 
la., and held positions in the diree- 
torate of half-dozen other large con- 
cerns, 

Major Downing was born in Down- 
ing Town, February 1, 1845. 
youth he enlisted in the Union army 
and made a gallant soldier, being pro- | 
moted to the grade of lieutenant dur- 
Ing his three years of service. He 
moved to Brunswick in July, 1881 as 
representative of the Chess company. 
Later he engaged in the nayal stores 
business under the name of C. Down- 
ing, Jr.. and in 1890 the Downing 
company was organized and from its 
inception has grown rapidly and _ to- 
day is one of the largest naval stores 
houses in Georgia. 

Major Downing is survived hy his 
widow and two children, Mrs. P. M. 
Nightingale, of this city. and Mrs. 
Raymond D. Knight, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., both of whom, together with 
other relatives were at his bedside 
when the end carne. 

The body will arrive here Sunday 
morning, and funeral services will be 
held Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
from St. Mark’s Episcopal church, of 
which he had been a member for.
